the Enterprise is compelled to com 
placently swallow some of its reckless 
assertions concerning State expenses 
It says • 


Surveyor General Treble pulls up n 


number of weeds which choke the growth 
of a proper understanding of tho State 
Controller's report. 
The system of 


bookkeeping used by that officer has its 
ramifications which raise 
illlusious. 


There are, it appears, apparent expendi- 
tures 
and 
real 
expenditures. 
Mr. 


Freble, in some respects, makes the 
distinction entirely clear, and in regard 
to several NVB stand corrected, and that, 
too, in n courteous manner. For in- 
stance, it is plum enough that the item 
of 8155,399 under the column of in- 
vested funds should not be counted as 
an expense since the capital represented 
by that sum remains in a changed form 
in the Stats Treasury. 
The system of 


State bookkeeping required by law is 
misleading in causing it to appear as a 
State expenditure. The same can bo 
said of the item 32,917 84, entitled 
"•withdrawal of special laud deposits." 
If the interests on the Stnte debt, $25,- 
120, and the School Superintendent 
salary have been counted twice, we can 
also deduct theio from the total expen- 
ditures. Deduct also the receipts from 
the State Prison, $21,941 32, and $14,- 
677 county school money, and the total 
actual cost of tho State Government for 
1883 is reduced to 8349,875 38, as fol- 
fows :

This does not agree with Mr. Preble's 


figures. He includes among the ap- 
pureut expenditures moneys paid for re 
liefs, deficiencies, redemption of Ne- 
vada bonds, support of State University 
and support of schools, all of which, in 
our judgment, are palpable, real and 
tangible expenditures. It matters not 
•whether the money with which they 
were met proceeded from iaterest on 
money derived from the sales of laud, 
from tax on property, from flues, fees, 
or any other source of State revenue. 
Tiiey are actual, and not nominal, 
charges, incidental to the responsibility 
of maintaining the State Government, 
and if we had no land to sell we should 
have to resort to some other way of re- 
curiug the wherewithal to liquidate 
them.

Concerning the Expenses of Its 
maintenance—A Key to tne In* 
trlcacles of Stnte Accounts—The 
Net Cost of Siistniiiliijj tlie State 
4i<overnineut—Kobbiu^ .Peter to 
1'ay irnul. 


EDITOB ENTEBPEISE—Sir : In accord- 


ance with my letter of yesterday, I now 
write you the facts concerning the ex- 
penses of the State Government. 
I 


want you to understand me correctly in 
whatever I may say in this letter in re- 
gard to these expenses. I do not deny 
the ground you assume, that the ex- 
penses ought to and can be reduced in 
both State and county governments. 
My desire is only to set you right iu re- 
gard to the actual present expenses of 
the State Government. 


You quote from Controller Hallock's 


report for 1883, and make him say the 
actual expenses were $571,931 83. At 
first glance the .statement you refer to 
does ijeeui to suy so ; but, after examin- 
ing it carefully in connection with the 
detailed statement on pages 21 uud 22, 
I find that it is not all expenditures, 
but that some of it is investments. 
For 


instance, the column headed "Invested 
Funds, " shows §155,390 45 expended. 
It was expended, but it was expended 
out of the Irreducible School Fund for 
the 
purchase of $120,390 45 Uuited 


States bonds and $35,000 State bonds. 
Tliis can hardly be called actual ex- 
penses—it is only apparent—ns these 
bonds are iu the State Treasury in place 
of the coin ; the only difference beiug 
that the bonds are drawing interest and 
tha coin wan not. 


In regard to the column headed " Re- 


demption of Slute bonds, " it cannot 
properly be called actual expense, as it 
shows u reduction of the Stuto debt'; but 
the money was merely taken from one 
fund and transferred to another. 


The 
column 
headed "Support of 


Schools, " should be stricken out en- 
tirely in getting ut the expense, us it 
misleads. 
The monuy 
is 
disbursed 


surely, but is no expense us far as the 
State is concerned, for $M,G77 53 is 
county money, and the balance is ob- 
tained from interest on investments of 
the school money in United States and 
State bonds. 
The interest on Nevada 


bonds must be counted as actual ex- 
pense, and is so counted in the column 
headed " Interest on State Debt, " and 
is therefore counted twice. 
This may 


appear absurd to you, but this state- 
ment on page 42 is a statement of the 
different 
funds, and 
when money is 


transferred from one fund to another 
and then paid out to the public, it ap- 
pears as having been disbursed from 
tho first and disbursed from the second 
also. - For instance, the §25,120 inter- 
est was disbursed from the Interest 
Fund to the State School Fund, but no 
money had left the Treasury, and then 
disbursed from the School Fund to the 
public. This apparent expeuse (for it 
is onlj' apparent, and not actual) of 
$50,754 29 includes $7,103 09 for tha 
support of tha Uuiveisity, which sum 
is also derived from invested funds, and 
$2,000 as salary of the Superintendent 
of Public Instruction, which is included 
in the $37,500 as expense of Executive 
Department. 


The column for "Charitable Purpo- 


ses" shows $73,248 31 expended. This 
includes the Insnue Asylum, Orphans' 
Home, diiiif and dumb support and a 
deficiency of $50,764 20 in 1881-2 (see 
page 17), 
which is not an expense of 


1883. 


The "Support of State Prison" shows 


$70,320 13 expended, 
but 
does 
not 


show any receipts to offset these ex- 
penditures. Take tho State Prison au- 
oount, as shown on page 27, and you 
will see there was received $21,941 32 
from sale of shoes and bools, cut stone, 
etc., so the actual expenses is $48,- 
222 59 instead of $70,320 13. 


Tho expense of $9,516 57 under the 


head of "Public Building," was fit re- 
pairs on the Insane Asylum. 


Miscellaneous Purposes" includes 


withdrawal of land deposits, amounting 
to $2,917 84, which is not an expendi- 
ture, as the parties withdrew what had 
previously been deposited OB contested 
laud claims. It also includes $5,478 68 
of relief bills for Tom, Dick and Harry. 
(See page 10, under tho head of "lla- 
liefs.") 
The pay of attorney at Wash- 


ington comes from the proceeds derived 
Torn the sale of lands, and in this con- 
nection I will state thut the whole «x- 
pense of the Surveyor General's office 
comes from this same source, and if the 
office were wiped out entirely it would 
work no reduction in tuxes. 
(The re- 


el pts of the office ia 1883 being $80,- 
208 70, is more than enough to run it.) 


To get at this properly and obtain a 


statement of the 
actual expenses for 


1983, we will have to take the list of 
expenditures as shown ou pages 21 and 
22 of this report for 1883, which is th» 
dstailed account of the statement on 
page 42. This foots up $571,931 83. 
To find the actual expense of 1833, 
the

1883, $282,249 57. A legislative year, 
of course, is always more expensive 
than any other year, and this year 
(1884) will show a much less sum, no 
exceeding $220,000.

as possible, but it may be ,'ike 
*' Explaining metaphysics to tie nation, 
I wish ae would explain Ms explanation.' 


At least, I have no intention of making 
a misstatement, for in this result Ian 
backed up by the same calculations by 
the Controller himself. 


Understand me again, I havs no de- 


sire to combat your tfforts to reduce 
expenses, or rather tho rate of taxation, 
for, 
although I am at present a "tax- 


eater," I am also a tsx-payer, and will 
give my aid toward a just and proper 
reduction in the proper place. Know- 
ing you intend no misstalement, anc 
hoping this will give you a proper con- 
ception of the extent of the evil to
